■ The board, which is not up 
to its f u 11 five-member 
: strength, refused to hear 
Grande’s appeal on the 
grounds the request for a 
hearing was improperly sub¬ 
mitted. 

This' decision was made de¬ 
spite City Attorney Harry 
Fischer’s advice the action 
could jeopardize the city’s 
case against Grande. 

, Fischer warned the refusal 
could be interpreted as a deni¬ 
al of the city erhploye’s right 
to an administrative hearing 
into the charges against him 
and the courts would probably 
order, the appeal prpeess fol¬ 
lowed. • 

Zimmerman said he will, not 


even ask that the court order 
an appeal' hearing into the : 
case. 

“We are going to Circuit . 
Court to have Mi*. Grande ‘ 
reinstated. The city refused a 
hearing so we have no other : 
'choice,” Zimmerman said. ! 

Grande was fired from the , 
police force in 1962 but won 
reinstatement after appealing 
his case to the employes^ 
board. The disciplinary action 
of then police chief Henry 
Boggs was reduced to a 10- 
day suspension. 

Ziegler charged that Grande 
had been involved in the ille¬ 
gal distribution of amphe- 
tamine drugs, associating 
with “known criminals” and / 
releasing police information to ' 
unauthorized persons. 

Lesser charges included 
transporting unauthorized per¬ 
sons in a police vehicle and 
repeatedly being at home or 
some other location when sup¬ 
posedly on duty.
